Mr. Donald Webster, President of the Brampton-Caledon Unit, Canadian Cancer Society, advised that 
National Non-Smoking Week is intended to raise awareness about the consequences of smoking and help 
raise funds for research in helping to combat lung cancer. He advised that Lung Cancer is the leading 
cancer diagnosis and cause of cancer deaths in Ontario. He advised that the Society educates the public, 
patients and their families across Ontario. The Society urges people to become more knowledgeable about 
the effects of exposure to tobacco smoke.

Brampton Snow Removal 


L.T. Koehle, Commissioner of Works and Transportation, briefed Council and the public on what has 
happened with snow removal during the past week. He advised that Brampton received between 30 and 40 
cm of snow on January 2" and 3", 1999 depending on location. He confirmed that sanders and plows had 
arterial roads completed by noon on Sunday, January 3, 1999. Local roads were started Sunday afternoon 
having most local roads completed by Monday morning. 


He advised that the main difficulty is the snow removal on sidewalks and the lack of space to put the snow. 
Snow is being removed on a continual basis to one of the City yards. He advised that the cost of the storm 
will reach approximately $400,000 and provided a detailed breakdown on that amount. He confirmed that 
over 70 pieces of equipment was used and over 100 employees worked in removing over 270,000 tons of 
snow. Approximately 2000 telephone calls were received by the City. He commended the works and 
operations staff for their performance and have continued to work 16 hour shifts since the first storm and 
the second storm which hit Brampton on Friday, January 8, 1999 of approximately 12 cm of snow. 


Mr. Koehle advised residents that courts are taking longer than usual due to the detailing and excessive 
snow. He advised that the snow needs to be removed from the courts in order to pile more during snow 
removal. Currently, staff are still dealing with heavy snow on sidewalks and anticipates all sidewalks to be 
clear and open by midnight tonight. He advised that there is currently a policy whereby snow can only be 
removed on courts during the day and is advising that this policy needs to be waived as it is mandatory to 
remove the snow in the courts during the evenings hours. He apologized to the residents for any 
inconvenience this may cause with respect to noise issues. 


He asked residents to visit the City’s web site for policies and procedures during a storm which can provide 
residents with more information. For more information or to address concerns with regards to snow 
removal, please call (905) 458-4888. He stressed the importance of abiding by the City’s by-law that there 
is no parking on City streets between 2:00 a.m. and 6:00 a.m. He advised that effective snow removal 
cannot occur if there are cars parked on residential streets. He urged residents to stay off the streets at 
night. 


Regional Councillor Begley that the residents of St. Leonard’s House in Brampton are providing assistance 
to seniors to shovel their driveways. If there are any seniors in Brampton that cannot shovel their 
driveways, they are requested to call St. Leonard’s House for assistance. 


Mayor Peter Robertson and Members of Council commended staff on their efficiency in dealing with the 
storm. 
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Robbery at Toronto Dominion Bank in Heart Lake 


Regional Councillor Palleschi advised that he and City Councillor Jeffrey represent Ward 2 where there 
was a bank robbery today at the Toronto Dominion Bank in the Heart Lake area. He expressed he City of 
Brampton’s deepest sympathy to family and friends of the bank employee, on behalf of Council. 


Brampton Thunder vs. Scarborough Sting 


V. Clark, Fire Chief, notified the viewers that on Sunday, January 17, 1999, there will be a hockey game 
between the Brampton Thunder and the Scarborough Sting. He announced that $2.00 of every ticket sold 
for that game will be donated to the Brampton FireFighters Combat Challenge Team to assist in their 
fundraising for 1999. You will also be able to meet the players of Brampton Thunder and the members of 
the Combat Challenge Team. 


GTA Mayors Meeting — January 15, 1999 


Mayor Peter Robertson advised that on Friday, January 15, 1999, there will be a GTA Mayors Meeting at 
the Mississauga Living Arts Centre at 9:30 a.m. Both Lou Parsons and Alan Tonks will be addressing 
Council and those interested in attending are welcome to join the meeting.

City Councillor Hunter, Chair of the 1999 Budget Committee, provided a brief explanation of the 
1999 Budget for the delegations and the three major factors which were the result of the 2.8% 
increase in taxes. He also advised that we have maintained a 0% budget while population has 
increased substantially; therefore, that 2.8% also manages that increase to allow us to provide the 
necessary municipal services. He also confirmed that Brampton has less employees per capita 
than any other municipality in the GTA. 


J. Harris, Manager of Financial Planning, briefly explained the issue of reserves. To date, the City 
has used its stablization reserves to prevent increases from year to year. He advised that the City 
has utilized its reserves without having to increase debt on the Capital Budget in the past seven 
years. 


A. Solski, City Manager, provided background information with regards to development charges, 
the loss of provincial grants and downloading from the Province. If taxes are not increased to 
offset these changes, it will result in decreased levels of service.

Mr. Paul Hunt, President, Brampton Historical Society, advised that the objective of the society is 
to “serve, educate and celebrate Brampton’s history”. He spoke with regards to the article 
published in the Brampton Guardian on January 20, 1999 entitled “Theatre Could Face Wrecker’s 
Ball — Council Contemplates Replacing Downtown Landmark”. He is concerned that the 
Heritage Theatre plays a vital role in revitalizing Brampton’s downtown and is disappointed that 
the Brampton Heritage Board was not consulted with regards to any proposals affecting the 
Brampton Heritage Theatre. He would like to see a public notification process take place prior to 
approval of demolishing the Heritage Theatre. He advised that the Heritage Theatre should be 
preserved as it is an important part of Brampton’s history and identity. 


B. Cranch, Commissioner of Community Services, summarized the history of attempts made to 
renovate the Heritage Theatre and recognizes the delicate nature of this process. He confirmed 
that the only issues dealt with in Closed Meetings were with regards to land acquisitions. He 
advised that Council directed the Community Services Department to review the operations of the 
Heritage Theatre back in 1995. Through those investigations, it is apparent that the Heritage 
Theatre is becoming “economically obsolete” because the number of events that can be attracted 
to the theatre is diminishing with such a limited number of seating. 


He provided a summary of renovations that would be needed and the costs associated with 
correcting the deficiencies (ie. seating) that prevents the theatre from attracting a broader range of 
entertainment. He confirmed that a budget of $5 million was obtained to proceed with the 
renovations and architects with experience in renovating old theatres were hired in 1998. After 
conducting an architectural review of the theatre, it was stated by the architects that more costs 
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C023-99 


were associated with renovating and it was not cost effective. The historical nature of the theatre 
was also discussed and the following was evaluated: (1) historical significance, (2) architectural 
significance, and (3) contextural significance. 


B. Cranch confirmed that anything that can be preserved will be incorporated into the new theatre, 
such as the tin ceilings and the acoustic system. He also confirmed that costs associated with 
demolishing and rebuilding a new theatre has no impact on the tax base. Development Charges 
will be used for the project and fundraising through the Theatre Advisory Board are underway. 


J. Metras, Commissioner of Legal Services and City Solicitor, commented on the expropriation 
procedure and process.

With the aid of a slide presentation, Mr. Harris provided an overview of the 1999 Development 
Charges Background Study, outlining the list of steps to be followed in the calculation of the 
charges. It was explained that this is the first study undertaken since 1991 when the original 
Development Charges Act was passed and the changes in legislation which affect this new study. 


Details were offered comparing the 1993 Official Plan and future projections, as well as forecasts 
for population and employment, historic service level comparisons. Further, Mr. Harris 
summarized the major items within the capital forecast and capital cost allocation forecasts for 
residential vs non-residential. 


Mr. Koenig responded to questions, specifically with respect to comparisons with other 
municipalities, and the provisions/restrictions of the legislation. 


Messrs. Koenig and Harris reiterated that the development charges recommended represent the 
amounts permitted under the Development Charges Act, based on historic service levels. The 
implications of not implementing the capital projects included in the study were also explained. 
Development charges are set on a City-wide basis; therefore funds may be expended in areas not 
detailed in the capital forecast; however, at the expense of projects currently identified. 


Mayor Robertson requested that the City of Brampton be given the same consideration as other 
municipalities such that development and enhancements can be undertaken in the downtown core 
and for the preservations of trees. 


Mr. David Frey, Brampton Hydro, presented an overview of the proposed hydro development 
charges, providing an overview of their report dated June 14, 1999, in this regard. It was also 
noted that until such time as Brampton Hydro is incorporated by the City pursuant to the Ontario 
Business Corporations Act, there would be specific hydro development charges.

Where permits are issued for different stages of construction of a building or structure the 
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development charge for the entire building or structure shall be payable on the date that the 
permit is issued for the first stage of construction. 


Temporary buildings or structures constructed or erected on land or an 
addition or alteration to an existing building with the effect of increasing the 
size thereof, for a continuos period not exceeding eight months are exempt 
from development charges.

That for Non-residential buildings or structures (in the case of a mixed use 
building the non-residential portion) TFA is defined as the total area of all floors 
in a building or structure above, below or at established grade measured from the 
exterior of the outside walls. 


TFA does not include parts of the building used for mechanical equipment relating to the 
operation or maintenance of the building, stairwells, parking & loading areas, washrooms, 
or elevators. TFA includes the floor area of all mezzanines and air-supported structures. 


Industrial Expansions That the definition for GFA and existing industrial building as defined in the O. 
Reg 82/98 be used for purposes of determining the exemption of development 
charges relating to industrial expansions. 


That staff use the Assessment Act & Regulations definition of an industrial 
property class for eligibility purposes of industrial expansion credits. Properties 
granted eligibility must be paying Industrial taxes (Tax Class IT, IU, LT or LU) 
or have an Industrial Class Code 510, 530, or 531. 


That the GFA of an existing industrial building be determined as of the 1999 
Development Charges By-law enactment date. 


That the gross floor area calculation for industrial expansion credits be calculated 
according to the prescribed regulations (O.Reg. 82-98 1(1)) 


Demolition Credits Where there is a redevelopment of land on which there is a conversion of space 
proposed, or on which there was formerly erected a building or structure that this 
has been demolished, a credit shall be allowed against the development charge 
otherwise payable by the owner (pursuant to this By-law) for the portion of the 
previous building or structure still in existence that is being converted or for the 
portion of the building or structure that has been demolished, as the case may be. 
The credit shall be calculated by multiplying the number and type of dwelling 
units being converted or demolished or the non-residential total floor area being 
converted or demolished by the relevant development charge in effect on the date 
when the development charge is payable. 


A credit in respect of any demolition under this section shall not be given unless a 
building permit has been issued or a subdivision agreement has been entered into 
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with the City for the development within 5 years from the date the demolition 
permit was issued. 


The amount of any credit hereunder shall not exceed, in total, the amount of the 
development charges otherwise payable with respect to the development. 


Section 14 Credits The 1997 Development Charges Act requires developers who have paid capital 
contributions prior to October 28 1991, but not applied for building permits, to 
apply for credit for these capital contributions by March 1, 1999. The City of 
Brampton will extend this recognition of capital contribution credits to August 31, 
2004 towards a development charge imposed under the new development charges 
by-law. Original levy payments will be indexed-up employing the index method 
used since the time of the original payments. This will allow the credit to be 
valued at more current levels. 


Indexing of That the City adopt the prescribed Statistics Canada Quarterly, Construction Price 
Development Charges Statistics for indexing purposes. Adjustment dates of February 1 and August | 
are recommended. 


Non-residential In accord with current City policy, non-residential developers are permitted to pay 
Development Charge development charges under a four-installment plan (three annual payments after 
Payments by Installment | initial payment at time of building permit application). The installments and the 
initial payment will each equal 25% of the original development charge for the 
total planned gross floor area. However, the actual amount of the installment 
payment will reflect the existing development charge (inclusive of Statistics 
Canada Quarterly, Construction Price Statistics index adjustment). Developers 
entering into the installment plan will be required to provide a Letter of Credit for 
the outstanding amount. This Letter of Credit can be adjusted lower as payments 
are received. 


Exemptions That the following exemption categories be adopted: farm buildings, City, Region 
and local boards thereof, hospitals, school boards, colleges and universities. 


That the collection and administration policies be as consistent as practicable with those of the 
Regional Municipality of Peel in order to simplify by-law administration and aid understanding 
for those required to pay the charges. 


That the City codify any rules regarding application of the by-law(s) and exemptions within the 
development charges by laws(s) proposed for adoption. 


That the by-law permit the payment of a development charge in cash or through services-in-lieu 
agreements. The municipality is not obligated to enter into services-in-lieu agreements. 


That any refunds of development charges be made with interest at the Bank of Canada rate as 
prescribed in the O.Reg. 82/98 s.11(2). 


That the annual reserve fund statement prepared by the Treasurer be provided to City Council no 
later than June 30" of each year for the preceding calendar year. 


That the average levels of service as outlined in Tables 3 and 4 be confirmed as the basis for the 
calculation of the development charges.

Mr. Rae advised that he is a member of the Churchville Village Residents’ Association, the 
Churchville Heritage Committee and the Churchville Cemetery Board, and all groups have been 
working towards the protection of the village’s heritage. He expressed serious concern that the 
building permit was issued to the McMillans without notice to the Residents’ Association or the 
Heritage Committee. He indicated his sincere sympathy with the situation of the McMillans; 
however, it was his position that the Churchville Heritage District has been established, guidelines 
for building approved and that it is imperative that these be upheld. Unfortunately the McMillan 
proposal does not meet the criteria, and because of its location at the entrance to the village, it is 
particularly important that this site be developed within the heritage criteria. Further, local 
developers have been sensitive to the Heritage Village. He cautioned that if the building permit to 
the McMillans is reissued, progress to date will be eliminated. 


Mr. Mott, the solicitor representing the McMillans, submitted four letters of support from 
neighbours (See Correspondence I 9), and from the manufacturer of the home in questions (See 
Correspondence I 10) explaining that the modifications to the design of the home cannot be 
accommodated to meet heritage criteria. He reviewed the process followed in obtaining the 
building permit which was subsequently revoked on May 27, 1999. He circulated photographs of 
the new home, and the site as it exists today, with the basement area already excavated (See 
Correspondence I 11). 


Mr. Mott advised of the McMillan’s history in Churchville and this site in particular, noting that it 
is their wish to retire in this area. There was specific discussion with respect to the features of the 
home, eg front facade, front of the house, landscaping, building material. 


Mr. Mott circulated a proposed amendment to the staff recommendation in the report dated June 
9, 1999 (Report F 12) with respect to the permit application regarding the McMillan’s property at 
7332 Churchville Road, to read as follows: 


“Whereas a Heritage Permit application process has now been implemented as per 
Recommendation 2 and, therefore, the unique circumstances of this case will not be 
considered a precedent, the building permit and heritage permit applications for Mr. and 
Mrs. McMillan, 7332 Churchville Road, be approved and both permits be issued 
forthwith subject to the following conditions: 

(1) that concerns regarding the front fagade of he dwelling be addressed by the 
McMillans providing an undertaking to landscape along the north property line, 
that portion of the front lot line that is not vegetated, and those lands directly in 
front of the side wall of the garage, prior to occupancy; 

(ii) McMillans to provide an undertaking to install decorative window shutters, that 
are in proportion to the windows, along the front facade of the dwelling in 
consultation with staff prior to occupancy; and 

(iii) That, notwithstanding the comments regarding landscaping to address concerns 
related to the front facade, that the McMillans shall provide an undertaking to 
install additional plantings along the Churchville Road frontage to further define 
and enhance the edge of Churchville Road prior to occupancy.” 
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Mrs. Aileen McMillan cites her family’s history in Churchville, and advised that because of ill 
health they require a bungalow and she and her husband wish to make Churchville their retirement 
home. 


Mr. Stuart McMillan spoke in support of his wife’s comments, noting that he has been farming in 
Hornby but the land has now been purchased and their intent has been to retire to Churchville. He 
expressed his concern that this has occurred through no fault of their own - plans and drawings 
were circulated, the required approvals were obtained from Credit Valley Conservation, and the 
building permit was issued. They wish to construct the home as proposed, noting that they will 
landscape the lot, and it is cited such that it is not clearly visible. 


Members of Council asked a number of questions and expressed concern and sympathy for the 
situation.

Mr. Ching advised that there is currently a smoke free ventilated area at Rutherford Bingo, which 
is | of the 3 bingo halls in Brampton. The current non-smoking room accommodates 12% of the 
available seating and it was his position that this is adequate. He commented that most bingo 
players choose to sit in the smoking area. It was his request that the 50% requirement proposed in 
the by-law be reduced to 25%. Specifically he requested that the draft by-law amended as 
follows: 


Section 5(3)(c) — to provide that no designated smoking room shall occupy more than 
75% (rather than 50%) of the available seating in a Class D public place (Class D 
includes bingo halls an casinos), provided said area is less than 50% of gross square 
footage of the premises 


Section 5(9) — to provide that a proprietor of a Class D public place may establish an 
unenclosed smoking area no greater in size than 75% (rather than 50%) of available 
seating providing said area is less than 50% of gross square footage of the premises 
and patrons have thoroughfare access to washrooms, food service areas and 
entrances in designated non-smoking areas. 


Janice Atwood-Petkovski, Corporation Counsel and Director of Enforcement, Legal Services, 

explained that the by-law provides that: 

> As of September 1999 - restaurants, bars, billiard halls, skating rinks and bowling alleys will 
be required to provide a minimum of 75% non-smoking area 

> As of September 99 - bingo halls will be required to provide 50% of available seating for 
non-smoking 

> Effective June 2001 - restaurants, skating rinks and bowling alleys must enclose their 
smoking area 

> Effective June 2004 - billiard halls and bingo halls must enclose their smoking area 


Ms Atwood-Petkovski noted that bingo halls as a group are already proposed to have special 
dispensation as a public place which can have up to 50% available seating for non smoking (rather 
than 25%). She urged that Council support the by-law proposed, cautioning that the arguments 
made by bingos are no different than those which will be made by the bars. 


She also noted that there has been an attempt to maintain consistency throughout the Region of 
Peel and that staff of the Town of Caledon, the City of Mississauga and the Region of Peel have 
collaborated in the development of this by-law. The Council of the Town of Caledon is 
considering an identical by-law at their meeting tonight (June 14, 1999) and the Council of the 
City of Mississauga will consider an identical by-law next week. As well, the City of Toronto 
will be considering the by-law early in July.

Ching’s request.

She requested that a change be made to 
extend the grandfather clause in the proposed by-law to allow the Board of Trade to notify the 
business industry with regards to the increase.

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Mr. Bob Hooshley, Metrus Developments Inc., spoke in favour of the application. He addressed 
some of the concerns of the residents that were introduced at the Planning and Building 
Committee Meeting of December 6, 1999 and provided clarification with regards to the amount of 
truck traffic that would occur if the warehouse was built at this location. 


Mr. Ron Webb and Mr. Glen Schnarr spoke against the application, stating that their clients are 
not opposed to development in the area, they feel that this is the wrong type of development for 
this location. A majority of the delegations echoed Mr. Webb’s feelings that this is the wrong 
place for this type of development. Carole Miles, Peter McArthur, Nancy Webb and Mr. John 
Staines presented a slide presentation and Mrs. Cathy Staines highlighting other distribution 
centres in other areas of Brampton and in Mississauga. None were of the size of the Supply Chain 
Management application and none had the number of trucks coming and going or trailers being 
stored on the property as what is proposed by this application. 


The Mr. Ron Tominuk, President of Supply Chain Management and the other delegations from 
the Supply Chain Management spoke in favour of the applications and voiced their concerns to if 
the application is not approved. 

Mr. Frank Clayton, Clayton Research and Mr. Allister Strong, Royal LePage Commercial Real 
Estate advised of their support for this type of warehouse and advised that it would be a positive 
move for Brampton and didn’t anticipate less commercial development in that area. 

D. Cutajar, Director of Economic Development responded to questions regarding the negative 
effect on Brampton’s economic development if this application is refused by advising that refusal 
of this application will not send a positive message to the industry. He advised that if the 
application was approved he felt that this would not deter further prestigious industry from this 


area 


Discussion took place regarding all of the positive and negative effects of the application and the 
concerns of the area residents as well as the Supply Chain Management Employees.

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Mr. Max Harris, Mr. Daithi Cannaughtou and Ms. Sheila Morris all spoke against the proposed 
application. They indicated that the building is to large for the proposed property and could have 
a negative effect on any further proposed development within the downtown core. 


Mayor Robertson voiced his concerns with regards to the lack of parking and the small units at the 
proposed building. 


City Councillor Hames highlighted the comparisons of the proposed John Street condominium 
complex and the existing Belvedere Condominium complex and found that they were fairly 
similar sized developments. 


Discussion took place with regards to the road widening of John Street that might have to occur 
due to the proposed development. A. MacMillan, Commissioner of Works and Transportation 
advised that road widenings of this nature do sometimes occur with new development would be 
required. He also advised of suggestions to reverse the one-way signage on John Street, which 
needs to be addressed.
